Secend—No fatherland, me boundary 
line, no battle ef the peeple with the people. 

Third—No state ; war en ali autnerity, 
elective er not, dynastic, temporary, oreven 
Parliamentary. 

Whence arise the following axiome, taken 
from the right and left wings ef the party: 

First—“' Preperty is robbery.”—Preud- 


hen. 

“* Capital is wealth gained from labor, but 
{t is the labor of ethers, hesped up in the 
hands of a thief.”—Jean Grave. 

*¢ The marriage atate ef te-day is equiva- 
lent to the mest shameless prcs:itutier.”— 
Jean Grave. 

Second—“*‘ My native land’ le merely a 
high sounding expressien.’ —Jean Grave.

SENSATIONAL SOENE IN OOUBT. 


The entire caunty buildings were guarded 
by police, and detectives 10 plain clethes 
mingled with thecrewd. No ene net supplied 
with the nesessary credentials were admitted 
te the ceurt. 

Ths jary retired en the stroke ef 11 
e’cleck, and attended by three bailiffs were 
led to a reom on the fleer abeve. A dezen 
pelice officers and half as many bailiffe 
guarded the stairway and appreaches te the 
apartments.. Ne stranger was allewed to 
get within eight ef the deer. Ceaghlia 
turned in bis chair and watobed the men 
upen whem his liberty, if net bis life, de- 
pended.

Coughlin was breugtt in at 4 25 e’oleck and 
given a seat in the centre o! a ring cem- 
pesed of six stalwart bailiffs. Coughlin 
riveted bis eyes ogon each jarer in turn as 
they came in, but there was nothing in a 
single face te give an inkling of the contents 
of the peper that Jarer Holman held ia bis 


right band. 

Judge Tuthill asked,“ Have you agreed 
upon a verdict?’ 

“© We have,” replied Holman, as be passed 
the paper te the bench. The Jadge glanced 
at the sheet of legal csp and passed it to 
Olerk Melvin. Ocughlia half leaned fer- 
ward and grasped the arm ef his chair. 
“* We fiad the defendant, Daniel Coughlin, 
not gality.” :

{ether maheged to reach a carriage and were 
driven te the home that the ex-detective 
bad left foor years age. Coughlin father 
wae eo overceme that te ceald scarcely find 
werds to express bimeelf. “Ive Ged’s 
jastioe, ive God's jcatice,” be meraged to 
articulate ; ‘‘my bey never cemmitted that 
crime; he ceuld net have dene it.”

The Bill alse provides fer the 
remaneratien of aldermen in cities, and that 
the submission ef jucstions te electers, net 
specitically defined as te the manner, shall 
be subject to the provisions ef sections 293 
te 319 ef the amended Manicipal Act of 
1892, 

Tne Bill wae read a e-cord time, and re- 
ferred te the Munictpal Committee. 

Mr. Ryersen mevea the second reading of 
a Billto ameod the Pablic Soboele Act. 
The Bill previded for the unien of the 
Collegiate and Public Scheol Beards of 
Terente. In many tewns in the Prevince 
this unien had been made, and was feund 
te werk satisfactorily. 

Mr. Rese said the Bill reslly provided fer 
the absorption ef the High Scheel Board by 
the Pablic School Beard. Theoretically be 
was net eppesed te such a system, but his 
own experience bad been that werk could 
be ascomplished as well by separate beards 
as by united boards. He heped the hon.

amendments te the Act he would deal with 
the matter.
